we saw land. Our first stop was at 
San Juan, Porto Rico. The water was

They had come 
to dive for money that the passengers 
would throw out. to them. Though 
many of them could talk no English 
they had ‘earned to.say, ‘Give me a 
quarter. The passengers cnleyre 
watching them dive for money. 

As soon as we arrived on shore we 
were surrounded by natives who had 
baskets, hats, or beads to sell. 

The boat had arranged excursions 
for us to visit the island. We were 
first taken to a fort that we had.seen 
in the distance as we sailed into the 
charbor. The Fort and ihe buidings

Bridgetown was much like 
an English town. High walls could 
be seen everywhere.. We even saw 
these in the country. The automo- 
biles had steering wheels on the right 
side.’ The driving was done on. the 
left side of the road. As we drove 
through the. country, we saw many 
people sitting by the roadside pound- 
ing stones that were to be used for 
the roads and walls: The women car- 
ried the stones in large baskets on 
their heads to the places where ey 
were to be used.

Inside of 
this are the beans from which our 
cocoa is made. 

From Trinidad we sailed to Vene- 
zuela. ‘Our boat landed at Laguayra. 
We aboarded an electric train which 
took us high, high up the mountains. 
This railroad is.the result of a very 
'famous piece of engineering. | The 
jtracks Were narrow and the cars were 
old, but we experienced no difficulty 
lin reaching the. héights.. We made 
,the distance of 23 miles in about, one 
‘and three quarter hours. We'rose to 
a height of 8,105 feet. The moun- 
tains, we watched from the windows, 
were certainly grand. . There were 
times when we could hardly see how 
we could keep from rolling off the 
road, down, down, down the moun- 
[tain and into the valleys below. We 
jreached the city of Caracus, the capi- 
tal of Venezuela about: noon. We 
went to. a Spanish hctel for lunch. 
There were about 40 at out table. 
The table was very wide as well as 
long. In front:of each person. had 
‘been placed several plates and dishes 
one on top of the other. A salad was
